EXPERIENCE RUSSIAN FRONT.

WARSAW, August 21.—When the German Kaiser spoke to his victorious troops on the battle-torn 
feld of Novogeorgievsk,.I had the good luck to be there. For two days we had been in Warsaw “H 
md at the front waiting for this last barrier of the Czar to fall before the German guns. _ Early Friday 
jorning news came that the fortress had surrendered, and we hurried out in automobiles. About 
yo miles out\from the fortress we came upon a great body of troops assembling. ‘We could see hus- 
mis, at least a brigade of infantry, and battery after battery of artillery. Presently a squadron of auto- 
gopiles dashed up and began disgorging their celebrities. From the first one descended the German 
imperor. Behind him came Gen. Von Hindenburg, Gen. Beseler, the hero of Antwerp, Gen. Fal- 
enhayn, Chief of Staff, all in field gray uniforms. A magnificent white charger waited for the Kaiser,

Presl- 
dent Wilson was greatly impressed 
by these speeches and during the 
1912 campaign frequently referred 
to them or appropriated them in his 
own talks, 

Since he has entered the Cabinet, 
however, the President has felt that 
Secretary Redfield has not created a 
favorable impression in his public 
speechmaking.

SUCCESS OF ITALIANS 
IN THE STRINA VALLEY. 


Rome Reports that the Enemy has Suffered Heavy 
Losses, Leaving in the Hands of the Attackers a Great 
Quantity of Machine Guns, Ammunition and Sixteen 
Cases of Bombs—Fire Shooters Also Taken. 


OME, Aug. 28 (via Paris, Aug. 
29, 12:30 a.m.)—The following 
official statement was given out 
tonight by the Itallan war office: 
“Details of our sucCess in the 
Strina Valley show that the enemy 
suffered severe losses, leaving in our 
hands a great quantity of machine 
guns, ammunition and sixteen cases 
of bombs. An important force of the 
enemy at Saccarant and Posi Alta 
suffered heavily, some guns being de- 
stroyed and*those remaining being 
transferred toe other positions out- 
side the defense works from where 
they still reply to our fire. 
“The enemy continued an artillery 
action against Rargo in the Val 
Bugana region, doing little damage,

28.—Count 
von Bernstorff, the German Ambassa- 
dor, will leave Washington tomorrow 
for New York to await instructions 
from his gevernment which he confi- 
dently expects will lead to negotia- 
tions that will bring a speedy and 
wholly satisfactory conclusion to the 
entire controversy between the United 
States and Germany over the ques- 
tion of submarine warfare. Unless 
the situation in Berlin changes be- 
fore the dispatches are sent, the Am- 
beassador belleves he will be given 
authority to reopen informal discus- 
sions with Secretary Lansing to the 
end that a note may be framed by the 
German government entirely satisfac- 
tory to the United States. 
So far as the State Department is 
concerned, formal presentation of the 
Arabic case to Germany awaited re- 
ceipt from Ambassador Gerard at Ber- 
lin of the German Admiralty report 
on the destruction of the ship. Dis- 
patches from Berlin tonight said the 
report might be made any day or 
might be delayed a fortnight. The 
last of the German submarines oper- 
ating south of Ireland will not return 
to port before that time. 
BERLIN IS ANXIOUS. 


In German circles here it ts belleved 
firmly that the Berlin government is 
anxious to bring to a quick and friend- 
ly termination the whole discussion 
over the submarine campaign. The 
visit of Count von Bernstorff to Wash- 
ington, acting on instructions from 
Berlin, is viewed as conclusive proof 
that the Liberal element of the Ger- 
man government has triumphed and 
that every effort will be made to meet 
the views of President Wilson as ex- 
pressed in an interview with the Am- 
bassador soon after the Lusitania was 
destroyed. 

It was positively stated today that 
whatever the German Admiralty re- 
port might be on the Arabic case, the 
Berlin government would give assur- 
ances that its submarine commanders 
had received explicit instructions that 
no passenger ships be attacked with- 
out warning. This was in accordance 
with suggestions sent to Berlin by 
Count von Bernstorff immediately 
after his interview with President 
Wilson. 

POLICY OF GERMANY. 


Even should the submarine com- 
mander attempt to justify his action 
or should no report ever be received 
from a German commander as to the 
Arabic, it is believed the German gov- 
ernment will seek to make it clear 
that, as a national policy, the warfare 
against passenger ships has been sus- 
pended. Already — of reparation 
for American lives ! with the ship 
have been taken informally, and Am- 
bassador Bernstorff feels that, barring 
adjustment of minor details, the fric- 
tion between the two countries is at 
an end.

Important Fumilies of Local Ori- 
ental Colony United at Beautiful 
Hollywood Home of Bride's Par- 
ente—Groom Takes Her Name. 
Reception with Native Customs. 


When a certain expert archer made 
his insistent call upon dainty little 
Mias Maybelle Teruko Kojima and 
drew his taut bow with perfect aim 
upon Shuzo Fukuzawa he found them 
both imbued with American ideals, 
American customs and usages, de- 
spite their nativity in Japan. 

The result was a Japanese wedding 
night before last at the home of the 
bride's parents, in the most approved 
American fashion—with the exception 
that the ceremony itself was in the 
Japanese language. and that the 
groom takes the name of the bride's 
family instead of the bride submers- 
ing her family name in that of her 
husband. 

This unusual procedure is in accord- 
ance with a custom among the high- 
class families of Japan. When there 
are no eons in the family, the men 
who woo and win the daughters take 
their family name and become, in 
effect, adopted sone of the household, 
helping to perpetuate the family name 
and prestige. 

The wedding of these Japanese 
young people, with all the American 
accessories, took place at the beauti- 
ful home of Mr. and Mra.

DOZEN FOREST FIRES 
~ ARE BURNING IN OREGON. 


ORTLAND (Or.) Aug. 28.-—In

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CHINA CHANGES 
FAMILY CUSTOM. 


Old-fashioned Ideas Rapidly 
Becoming Obsolcte.. 


Father Absolutely the Head; 
His Will Only Law, 


None but Emperor Admitted 
to be His Superior. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENT. | 

PEKING, July 10.—-The Peking 
Gazette gives the following interest- 
‘ing description of family life in China, 
commenting that these conditions are 
fast changing as a result of the ab- 
sorption of foreign ideas: 

“The Chinese family in its old- 
fashioned organism is a smal) king- 


the king and/ruler of all under his 
roof. Except! for the law of the 
country, his words are law. In cer- 


tain cases the word of the family chief 
is even greater than the law of the 
country. The absolute power of con- 
trol and punishment of the father 
over his sons and daughters, the lat- 
ter before their marriage and the for- 
mer even after their marriage, is uni- 
versa! throughout the land. A prov- 
erb says: ‘If a king wishes his sub- 
ject to die, he must die: if a father 
Wishes his son to be destroved,. he 
must be destroyed.’ Such is the sever- 
ity of the family law. A typical case 
of this sert came under the notice of 
the writer some ten years ago even 
in such a modern city as Shanghal. 

“A certain Li family had only one 
son between two brothers. and nat- 
ually he was considered the pearl of 
the house. At the age of 16 the boy 
Was sent to a mission schoo! to study 
and in due course he decided to be- 
come a Christian. Thig was strongly 
opposed by the whole family, esnpe- 
clally the grandfather. Rut at first 
they smiled at the carefully-advanced 
hint by the boy, believing that he 
would never dare to make such a 
change. They were mistaken. for the 
boy not long after announced that he 
had applied for baptism at the mis- 
sion, but made it plain to his parents 
that unless their consent was secured 
he could not be baptized. This so 
aroused his parents that they shut 
him up in a small room and for fear 
that he would escape took every par- 
ticle of decent clothing from him and 
clothed him in old rags. Undaunted. 
the boy crept though a window and 
interviewed the missionary. who.. of 
course, counseled him to be. patient 
and told him to return home to be 
an ‘obedient son.’ The boy took the 
advice, but not until he had secured 
a lot of Christian literature, which 
he said he would read and distribute 
among his relatives at his native 
place, to which his parents had 
threatened to send him if he refused 
to give up his new faith. Finallw the 
boy was sent to his country home in 
Ningpo to receive disciplinary lessons 
to counteract the Christian doctrine 
The boy promised to write after his 
arrival at his native place. but no 
word has come since. Although no 
one will ever know what sort of les- 
sons the boy received at the hands of 
his family elders, it could not have 
been easy: for it was the custom of 
the Ningpo elders even to bury peo- 
ple alive for crimes unpuhishable bs 
state law. This, of course, Was an 
exceptional case, but such exceptions 
were not by any means rare. 

“On the other hand it must not be 
imagined that the sons and daughters 
of a family live under anything like 
conditions of slavery: for if the father 
feela it hie duty to look after every 
detall of his family affaires and sees 
to it that every member of the house 
obeys his words, the sons and daugh- 
ters feel eonally duty bound to please 
and obey hi« instructions without any 
feeling of discontent or painful effort. 

“The plain pr'ieciple of Iivine be- 
tween father and son is, therefore. 
this: The father should gee to the 
needs of his family, sens, daughters 
and all, direct what they should do 
and how they should act, decide how 
they should be trained and taught, 
whom to marry or wed, what vrofes- 
sions, if sons, to adopt, see that they 
are obedient and happy, and decide 
what to do in case of disobedience or 
insubordination. For the son. as well 
as the daughter, it is a duty to be 
obedient and good-humored under 
all circumstances, and do what he or 
she can to make the parents as well 
as the whole family happv: the son is 
not to decide anvthine without the 
previous consent of the father or other 
elderly member of the household, 
and, as Confucius has said. is ‘not 
to go too far away from home while 
his father is still living: and if he 
does, to give the name of the locality 
to which he journeys.’ The sacrifice 
of self is absolutely necessary for a 
dutiful son. Confucins says: “While 
the father living. look at his ambtl- 
tion: when his father is dead. look 
at his deeds.’ As to the duty of a son 
after his father’s death, the sage 
says: ‘A man may be called filial if 
he does not depart frem the princi- 
ple his late father has laid down for 
three vears (after the death of the 
Hatter.) 

“The principles summarized above 
can be accepted as typical of » truly 
Chinese heme. although In middle and 
lower soctal life it Ie modified to some 
extent. The modification, however, is 
due more to peculiar conditions of life 
than to lack of principle; for it Is 
obvious that when every member of 
the house hase to do the best he can 
in the struggle for tiving there is 
very little room for elaborate &pplica- 
tien of Confucian principles. One prin- 
ciple. however, is universal; that ts. 
the father is supreme in his house 
and the son must yileid unswerving 
obedience.”

SCHOOLS WILL BEGIN WORK OF 
RECONSTRUCTION. 


Lord Haldane Appeals to Teachers 
to Consider Problems Which 
Must Arise and Emphasizes tm- 
portance of Education as a Factor 
in the Nation’s Welfare. 


P. FOREIGN CORRESPONTEM 


LONDON, Aug. 16—Already itt is 
time for the schools of Great Britain 
to begin the work of reconstruction 
which must necessarily occupy the 
whole attention of the European 
world for a generation after the close 
of the war, writes Lord Haldane in 
an appeal to the school teachers of 
the country, published in the current 


issue of the Teachers’ World. He 
writes: 
“I appeal to teachers to consider 


deeply the problems of the present 


best they may help their country in 
the period of stress which will fol- 
low the declaration of peace. 

“The proper training of the body 
is no less important than the equip- 
ment of mental power. 

“IT am impressed by the small ex- 
tent to which people realize the im- 


in the nation's welfare. This attitude 
is not confined to any one class,.and 
prevails among members of the House 
of Lords in common with every other 
section of the community. The rem- 
edy is to remove education from the 
realms of the abstract, and to regard 
it as a complex of problems, difficult, 
it may be, in themselves, but still 
capable of being solved. 

“The war will impose severe re- 
strains on expenditure, but even with- 
in the limits of necessary frugality 


of the future. Based on sound prin- 
ciples such a system will be capable 
of expansion and development as in- 
creased funds become available. 
Teachers can prepare the way by 
training their pupils in a right regard 
for knowledge, and by helping to set 
before the public a well-ordered and 
soundly-base! plan of education. sim- 
ple in its outhnes and arresting in 
its appeal.

RAISING WATER 
LEVEL BY WEIR. 
RECFIVER SAYS IMPERIAL’S 


FULL DEMAND CAN NOW 
BE MET. 


Each recurring year presents 4 
great problem itn the matter of divert- 
ing the needed quantity of water from 
the Colorado River into the canal 
system bulit by the California De- 
velopment Company, now under the 
control of Receiver W. H. Holabird. 
The fret effort ing 1910 was in the 
shape of a trestle strong enough to 
carry a heavily-loaded railway train. 
A convenient mountain of rock made 
this scheme possible, but very expen- 
sive. Rock was dropped until the 
crest of the weir showed above the 
surface of the water, increasing the 
elevation so that sufficient water was 
diverted into the canal to meet the 
pressing demands. The total cost of 
this weir approximated $50,000. It 
entirely obstructed navigation and the 
next year, 1911, the receiver was com- 
pelled to remove this trestle by or- 
der of the engineering chief of the 
War Department at Washington. 
After the removal of the trestle, 
which was accomplished by shooting 
off the piling with dynamite, the ties, 
lates and sills having been previous- | 
y removed, the rock still remained 
as much a menace to navigation as 
though the trestie still existed. This 
rock weir the receiver was  »per- 
emptorily ordered to remove under 
penalty of being shown in contempt 
of the United States government, with 
the severe penalties attached there- 
to. 
The removal of this rock weir was 
accomplished by the receiver directing 
his engineers to take the hydraulic, or 
suction dredger Ei Centro into the 
stream and working along the lower 
side of the weir, pumping out, or mak- 
ing a basin into which by gravity the 
rock was . The entire weir 
was buried in this manner, with the 
exception of one small area about 100 
feet from the California shore on the 
lower side of the intake canal. This 
was sufficiently prominent to catch 
drift wood and has been nominated 
the “Brush Island” ever since that 
period. 

The discharge into the canal dur- 
ing the months of August and Sep- 
tember, 1912 and 1913, was not equal 
to the demands of Imperial Valley. In 
1914 the discharge was materially in- 
creased by a rather ingenious, but 
successful, method proposed by J. C. 
Allison, chief engineer for Receiver 
Holabird. This was by building a 
sand weir when the river reached a 
state of discharge of about 7090 cubic 
second feet. The width at the point 
where the weir was constructed was 
about 900 feet and the location was 
that of the original stene weir and 
trestle heretofore referred to. Brush 
and piling made of the native trees, 
willow and cottonwood, of from four 
to five inches in diameter, were driven 
into the sand and the dredger placed 
on the upper side kept constantly dis- 
charging the material picked up from 
the bottom of the river, which for- 
tunately contained a very large per- 
centage of coarse gravel. 

The experiment of 1914 was only 
successful in a measure, because when 
the weir was about completed and 
had shown its crest above the wa- 
ter’s surface almost to the Califor- 
nia shore, a freshet came down, due 
to excessive rain in Arizona, which 
quickiy washed away the struc! re. 
Again the weir was built by the sa.° 
means and again washed away. PB) 
that time the demand for water had 
diminished and the discharge into the 
canal by normal means and t keep- 
ing open of the intake by constant 
dredging day and night, made it un-. 
necessary to again build the rweir. 
This year, 1915, the demand for wa- 
ter has been very great. For in- 
stance, durine July, 1915, the total 
deliveries to Imperial Valley were 
137,000 net acre feet, compared with 
134,000 in 1914, 109,000 in 1913, 83,- 
000 in 1912, 66,000 in 1911 and 42,000 
in 1910. These figures show the con- 


.j stant increase in delivery and also il- 


lustrate the constant and rapidly-in- 
creasing demand for water. 

This method of raising the water 
level and increasing the discharge in- 
to the canal is only practicable, us 
has been before stated, when the river 
discharge is about 7000 feet, or less. 
The work of building the weir has 
been going on now for about ten days. 
On the 26th inst. the weir was com- 
pleted to Brush Island, and about 100 
feet of open channel only remained to |

NEW BOAT BIG 
IMPROVEMENT. 


Dredge Extracts Ore; Leaves 
Ground as Before. 


Balaklala to Ship Rock to 
Mammoth Smelter. 


Anti-debris Association is 
no More. ° 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 26.—A new: 
gold “boat,” expected to revolution- 
ize the California dredging industry, 
is being constructed at Folsom by the 
Natomas Dredging Company, the fore- 
most concern of its kind in the State. 
It is designed to not only redredge 
the tailings in the old Oroville, Fol- 
som and other fields, but also to re- 
claim the dredged land and again re- 
store it to a state of fertility. 

The new “boat” in many respects 
resembles the standard models, but is 
equipped with double stackers which 
deposit the debris brought aboard .by 
the buckets. The lower stacker will 
deposit the gravel and boulders as or- 
dinarily, but the upper -stacker will 
place an upper layer of earth on the 
gravel, thus restoring the land to 
practically the same condition pre- 
vailing prior to starting of oper- 
ations. 

‘The new dredge will have its first 
trial at Folsom, and will later be 
moved to Oroville. Its successful op- 
eration will remove the principal ob- 
jection to dredging of farm lands, and 
is expected to facilitate development 
of many rich placer sections through- 
out the State. 

The Balaklala Copper Company has 
entered into a contract with tte Mam- 
moth Copper Company providing for 
the treatment of 250 tons of Balaklala 
ore per day at the Mammoth smelter. 
The contract has a life of ten years, 
and will enable the Balaklala own- 
ers to market profitably its medium- 
grade ore, of which anh enormous 
tonnage is at hand. 

This arrangement will not inter- 
fere with resumption of smelting. at 
the Balaklala plant, where installa- 
tion of the improved Cottrell process 
will commence within six weeks. A 
force of 250 men Is to be put to work 
at the mine. 

The Kennedy Mining Company is 
placing its old north shaft in shape 
for vigorous operations, and tt is re- 
ported the development of the Zella 
and Bright properties will be prose- 
cuted from the old avenue. The north 
shaft was formerly the main one, but 
of late years has not been used to 
any extent, all operations being con- 
ducted via the west shaft. which has 
avertical depth of over 3800 feet. The 
100-stamp mill is running steadily, 
with most of the ore coming from beé- 
low the 3000 leve! workings. The vein 
has an average widt) of ten feet, and 
the company is main: ‘ning an ap- 
proximate monthly output of $80,000. 
ANNOUNCE PLANS. 

The Walker Mining Company, com- 
posed of Salt Lake capitalists, has 
announced definite plans concerning 
operation of its copper holdings 
twenty-five miles from Portola. The 
new concentration plant will have a 
capacity of 100 tons per day and wil\ 
employ the flotation process, which 
is revolutionizing the treatment of 
low-grade copper ores. The mine 
force h been increased to thirty 
men, and a bia ore body is under de- 


velopment. Considerable ore assaying 


6 per cent. copper is stated to be ex- 
— with gold and silver also occur- 

g. 

Experiments with the flotation 
process at the plant of the Calaveras 
Copper Company have been so satis- 
factory that arrangements are being 
made to increase considerably the ca- 
pacity of the works. New equipment 
will facilitate treatment of 500 to 600 
tons of ore daily, and enable the com- 
pany to handle much of its lower- 
grade output ac a good profit, Devel- 
opment in the lower levels continues, 
with good results, 

With the placing of the last bat- 
tery of its new sixty-stamp mill in 
commission, the Empire mine at 
Grass Valley has taken first place 
among the quarts-gold producers of 
California. The mill has a capacity 
of 290 tons per day. This, in con- 
junction with the twenty-stamp Penn- 
syivania mill, gives the Empire a 
crushing capacity considerably in ex- 
cess of that of the two forty-stamp 
mills of the North Star company, 
which for two years has been the 
leading gold mine in the State. It is 
conservatively estimated that the 
future output of the Empire company 
will approximate $1,200,000 per year, 
exceeding the yield of the North Star 
from $75,000 to $200,000. 

Preparations are being made for re- 
sumption of production at the Eureka 
slate quarries, near Kelsey. The long 
tram across the south fork of the 
American River, north of Placerville, 
is being repaired, and machinery at 
the quarries is receiving a thorough 
overhauling. The holdings contain 
some of the largest slate deposits in 
the State, and formerly furnished em- 
ployment for 123 men. 


ASSOCIATION PASSES. 


After thirty years of warfare 
against the placer miners of Califor- 
nia, the Anti-Debris Association has 
practically ceased to exist. Last week 
the final meeting was held in Sacra- 
mento, and the rémaining funds 
placed to the credit of the county. 

The Anti-Debris Association draped 
the mantle of ruin over the Califor- 
nia hydraulic mining industry, re- 
duced the California gold output 
fully four-fifths, and blighted the 
prosperity of scores of mining towns. 
The dredger has brought back a 
measure of prosperity to many of the 
old placer ricts, but there yet re- 
main scores of rich hydraulic mines 
that cannot be profitably worked. The 
birth of the association spelled the 
doom of California hydraulic opera- 
tions, and its passing will leave no 
regrets with the mining fraternity. 

Arrangements have been made for 
extensive operations at the City of 
Six mine, near Downieville, by George 
W. Henderson and A. E. Hodgkinsen 
of Los Angeles. The 400-foot lower 
tunnel is to be extended 100 feet fur- 
ther on the Carson ledge, and is ex- 
pected to intersect a rich shoot of 
quartz exposed in the upper levels. 
Free gold is showing in quartz seams 
in the lower workings, and the shoot 
s — to be near the face of the 

el. 

Another producer has been added 
to the list of active properties at Alle- 
ghany. The new mill of the Red 
Ledge mine was placed in commis- 
sion last week and is running on ore 
of good grade. The Red Ledge has 
been undergoing development by the 
Bank Mining and Promotion Com- 
pany of Buffalo, N. Y., for several 
years, and a large tonnage of medium- 
grade ore is blocked out. The prod- 
uct is largely free milling, the result 
being low operating costs. 

A sensational gold strike is report- 
ed from the Eureka mine, near 
Magalia. Ore running into fabulous 
values is being mined from a new 
shoot, and is taken on burros to near- 
by mills. Every consignment ts care- 
fully guarded, and precautions have 
been taken to prevent thefts at the 
mine. Some of the ore is declared to 
be nearly 50 per cent. gold. The shoot 
is showing well as developmerits ad- 
vance, but the richest ore appears to 
be in the form of a pocket. The 
mine lies a short distance from the 
famous Mineral Slide property, which 
for many years yielded much ore ef 
bonanza character.

Then the noted 
collection, of rare value, dropped 
completely from sight. Artists sought 
it vainly and watched the studios of 
notable collectors without avail. It 
seemed incredible. 

Then, a few days ago, the will of 
the late David Hewes of Orange, who 
died last month, was probated and 
the secret was out. The aged 
Bouthern California multimillionaire 
was the mysterious purchaser of the 
collection. 

With the reading of Mr. Hewes's 
will the last record of perverse fate 
was added to the story of the “Last 
Spike.” Close friends of Mr. Hewes 
knew he intended to place this pic- 
ture in a gallery, where it properly 
belonged, and from which it was de- 
barréd by political intrigue in 1878. 
But the messenger from beyond came 
unheralded and the only will Mr. 
Hewes left was one made years ago, 
long before the paintings came into 
his keeping. Thus the “Last Spike” 
seems doomed to go under the ham- 
mer again. 

ARTIST'S GREAT SORROW. 


Concetved to suit the whim of one 
of the early Governors of California, 
altered many times to meet political 
contingencies, and finally repudiated 
by those who should have prized it 


to who the purchaser was, only the 
heirs and a few close friends of Mr. 
Hewes knew the entire collection was 
stored in one of the lofts in the David 
Hewes building at Sixth and Market 
streets, San Francisco, pending the 
time when it would be given to some 
prominent gallery. 

Anita M. Baldwin, whose father, the 
late “Lucky”. Baldwin, had been one 
of the patrons of Thomas Hill! in the 
early daye of San Francisco, and Wick- 
ham Havens of Oakland are among 
those whose galleries were watched 
by those who could not believe so 
important a _ collection of paintings 
could disappear so completely. But, 
because Mr. Hewes made the purchase 
through a close friend and paid $1000 
more than he bid to secure the col- 
lection, the paintings passed quietly 
into his possession and, although he 
never saw the pictures after his pur- 
chase of them, he talked many times 
of the honor he wished to pay his old- 
time friend, whom he felt not re- 
ceived justice. 

PURCHASER’S PART. 

In many ways the life of David 
Hewes was strangely linked with that 
of many who were connected with the 
painting of the “Last Spike.” The 
picture shows the notable gathering 
at Promontory Point, where the last

ORPHANS’ HOME. 


Masons’ Wards to Quit Big 
House Markham Built. 


“nd Learn Farming on S pot 
of Unusual Beauty. 


Bungalows on Place to Cost 
a Hundred Thousand. 


Fifty-two acres, lying two miles 
southeast of Covina, were bought 
from William Dibble, and seventeen 
adjoining acres from Rev. 8. W. Gage 
last week and buildings of the Cali- 
fornia Masonic Orphans’ Home will be 
erected at once on the sites. 

The announcement was made yes- 
terday by the board of trustees of 
the institution, that is now situated on 
San Gabriel boulevard, near Alham- 
bra. The orphanage has been main- 
tained for some time in the large 
building erected years ago by the late 
Ex-Gov. Markham for hotel purposes, 
and while the property is very de- 
sirable for some purposes, it has been 
determined that the boys and girls, 
who are the charges of the Masonic 
fraternity, need more room in which 
to practice farming and market gar- 
dening, and it is also the belief that 
buildings can be erected that will be 
more suitable than the one which was 
built for a hostelry. 

The sixty or seventy children will 
enter the Charter Oak school, as the 
property is in that district. This ne- 
cessitates some quick work of prepa- 
ration on the part of the school trust- 
ees, but the board says that all will 
be efficiently taken care of. The chil- 
dren who have graduated from gram- 
mar school will attend the Covina 
Union High School. 

The price paid for the land is un- 
derstood to be $30,000, and the build- 
ings will cost not less than $100,000. 
The plan is to put temporary build- 
ings this fall. and after the rains are 
over, begin the erection of permanent 
bungalows. No large structures will 
be reared, it is understood. It is es- 
timated that over fifty buildings will 
be needed to take care of the children, 
the teachers and general staff of the 
home. 

The location is one of the most beau- 
tiful in that valley, with level acreage, 
rolling hills and lomas, small valleys 
and canyons, al) overlooking the great 
13,.000-acre citrus fruit tract of the 
upper San Gabriel Valiev. The site 
Was selected after the committee had 
looked at many others offered 
throughout the State. It was a loca- 
tion especially favored by the com- 
mittee because it is close to the elec- 
tric car line, and is adaptable to gen- 
eral farming. 

The building and grounds of the 
former home on San Gabriel avenue 
have been sold to a corporation, and 
will house a military academy.

In June Mr. Whilfn closed his of- 
fice in the Story Building and dis- 
appeared from Los Angeles. Only a 
few friends knew of his whereabouts, 
but the news soon spread to others. 
Then they laughed. The prediction 
was freely made that the ambitious 
broker-farmer would be back in Los 
Angeles renting hotels and apartments 
long before fall. This prophecy, trag- 
ically enough, has been fulfilled to the 
very letter, but it has been through 
no fault of Mr. Whilton’s. 

About 3 o'clock one morning two 
weeks ago Mr. Whilton awoke from 
a stupor which, he says, may have 
been the effect of complete exhaus- 
tion, but which seemed more Iike the 
stupefying Influence of a drug, to find 
the new house into which he had the 
day before moved all his furniture 
and other possessions almost tumbling 
in flames over his head. Fully 300 
feet away his brand-new barn was 
blazing to the skies. Coachella Val- 
ley people generally are said to ¢ex- 
press the belief that the fire could 
have been of no other than incendiary 
origin. 

The house had been built by Mr. 
Whiliton for a permanent home. Here 
his wife and two children, then stay- 
ing at Ocean Park, were to have 
Joined him in October. Nothing was 
saved, two mules with which the 
owner had driven to the land eight 
weeks before being lost along with 
everything else, one having to be shot 
and the other dying from the flames 
it had inhaled. Nothing insured, 
although he had the day before writ- 
ten his wife to secure policies cover- 
ing bulldings and contents. 

Frank W. Brown and Fred Brown, 
the carpenters who had built Mr. 
Whilton’s house, and his nearest 
neighbors, came running a half mile 
across the sand to the scene, both ar- 
riving almost simultaneously with 
the owner's strange awakening. Both 
declare they saw no one running 
away from the fire. 

The strangest circumstance outside 
of Mr. Whilton’s own sleepy stupor 
while the whole house was burning 
above him ahd under him, was the 
fact that the barn should have been 


on fire at the same time. The wind, 
such as there was, declares Mr. 
Whilton, was at fight angles to a line 
between the house and barn, hence the 
blowing of sparks from either one to 
the other, especially considering the 
distance between them, seemed impos- 
sible. 

Mr. Whilton says that the disaster 
will practically mean that he will 
have to start all over again. 

“No one ever did believe I was 
serious about that farming proposi- 
tion,” he said yesterday. “The height 
of my ambition for twenty years has 
been to be a real farmer wtih a suc- 
cessful farmer’s independence. 

“It took about all the money I had 
saved since to build that house and 
barn, to sink a good well and to clear 
ninety acres for crops. I am going to 
carry out my plans yet, if I have to 
live in a board shack to do it.”

“One thing is sure.” he added. 
whimsically. “They can’t say I got 
tired of the game and set the place 
on fire to get the insurance. I've got 
an A No. 1 alibi on that point.”

whether there is a man in Georgia 
who knows more about it. The evi- 
dence was not sufficient to warrant 
the taking of Frank's life. I was sat- 
isfled that circumstances were exten- 
vating and that there was a strong 
probability that the murder was com- 
mitted by that nigger. 

“Following Frank's conviction new 
evidence was presented which has 
never been controverted and all of 
which points strongly toward the nig- 
ger as the guilty party. To have al- 
lowed Frank to hang when there was 
a reasonable doubt as to his guilt 
would have been an atrocity, and I 
would not have been fit to occupy the 
Governor's chair. I am satisfied that 
time will prove the nigger guilty and 
that Frank will be exonerated. 


MAKES UP MIND. 


“When the trial judge wrote me a 
letter and requested that I grant clem- 
ency to Frank because he said ‘I doubt 
that he is guilty’ I made up my mind. 
I have been a lawyer all of my life 
and have the highest respect for law 
and order. In fact, it is inherent with 
me. My reputation as Governor has 
been to uphold the law and never 
interfere with the judgment of the 
@ourts. I would not have done so in 
this case had not the trial judge rec- 
ommended such action.” 

The ex-Governor said the wide- 
spread opinion that the people of 
Georgia have a natural aversion t 
the Jews is wrong. “My people bear 
no antipathy for them,” he said. “The 
Jews are respected and treated with 
the greatest consideration. In the 
Frank case the defendant was looked 
upon by many Georgians, however, as 
aman of wealth who took advantage 
of his position to get a poor working 
girl in his clutches.

spike was driven, completing the first 
across the continent. 

Tt was David Hewes who presented 
Gov. Stanford with the gpiden spike 
used in the momentous ceremony. 
Later Mrs. Stanford's sister, Miss 
Anna Lathrop, became Mr. Hewes's 
‘second wife and his likeness is among 
the seventy-odd portraits of those who 
form the group about Gov: Stanford 
in the “spike picture.” 


It was about the placing of the sev- 
enty-one portraite that t political 
storm gathered. It left mas Hill 
with thousands of dollars of debts 
staring him in the face and his paint- 
ing, instead of being hung in the Cap- 
itol at Sacramento, was thrust back 
on his hands. 

Bitterly disappointed, Mr. Hill and 
his son, Robert R. Hill, who now re- 
sides at No. 1265 Clay street, San 
Franetsaco, printed a small booklet in 
which the artist gave the reason why 
the “spike picture” remained in his 
possession. Only thirty copies were 
printed. and very few of these ever 
got into circulation. 

STORY OF STRUGGLE. 

Baring as it does the struggle the 
artist made to secure recognition for 
his painting, the pamphiet sheds a 
bit of light on many of the disappoint- 
ments which seem to have followed in 
the wake of the big painting. 

According to Mr. Hill's statement. 
he was commissioned by the late éx- 
Gov. Leland Stanford, who drove the 
last spike, to paint a picture of this 
event with all the prominent people 
who were present grouped about him. 
The price was to be not less than 
$25,000. 

This seemed easy, for Thomas Hill 
was one of the best-known portrait 
and landscape painters in the Weat at 
that time and the characters in the 
painting were soon arranged accord- 
ing to the Governor's inatructions. The 
satisfaction the artist felt in his work 
was short-lived. None of the promi- 
nent men pictured was willing to be 


the work of rearranging the figures to 
suit the whims of the politicians then 
in power began. Pressure was brought 
to bear on Gov. Stanford and he in- 
structed the artist to paint out many 
who were there and in their places to 
put other prominent politicians who 
were not fortunate enough te be 
among “those present,” but who 
wished to have their portraits in the 
painting which was then creating such 
a furore. 

After the artist had spent more 
than a year changing the picture, 
Gov. Stanford suddenly lost interest, 
it ig sald, because a close friend ad- 
vised him that the jealousy which the 
pleture was creating would interfere 
with any political aspiration the Gov- 
ernor might have. He then with- 
drew His open patronage of the pic- 
ture, but, it is said, he stil! backed 
the artist. until one of the prominent 
offictals of the rallroad discovered one 
day that Ke had been placed behind 
one of the “lesser lights,” and in his 
anger he persuaded the Governor to 


PAINTER'S REVENGE. 


After the humiliation of having his 
picture refused by his former end, 
Thomas Hill loaned the “Last Spike” 
to the Golden Gate Museum, and. as 
a gentile reminder of his @isappoint- 
ment, had attached to the picture a 
plate bearing the legend, “Ordered 

y Gov. Leland Stanford.” The 
“epike picture remained” in the Gold- 
en Gate gallery until the admini- 
strator’s sale to David Hewes. 

It ie the belief of those who knew 
Mr. Hewes that he intended to pre- 
sent the collection to the Stanford 
University at Palo Alto, owing to his 
connection. with the Stanford family, 
and algo because he had already pre- 
sented a collection of statuary and 
paintings to the university some years 
azo in memory of his wife. It is 
known as the Anna Lathrop Hewes 
Memorial Collection. 

There are many well-known paint- 
ings included in the collection which 
was missing for two years. The “Yo- 
semite Valley from Inspiration Point” 
hune for ten years in the gallery at 
the Hote] del Monte, and another 
view of thie far-famed valley was ex- 
hibited in the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany’s Los Angeles office for many 
years. 

Thomas Hill was one of the best- 
‘known jJandscape painters in the 
Weat, and California owes him a deht 
of gratitude for sending to the four 
corners ef the earth some of ther 
bewuties of her summer sky and the 
rugged grandeur of her mountains, 
for it hae been saaid there ia no art 
collection of importance in this coun- 
try and abroad that does not include 


aca pes. 

He was one of the most versatile 
artists the world has ever known, an 
ardent lover of the life of the wild, 
and a peculiar charm marks all his 
work. Perhaps it is only a camp fire 
left burning, a deer rubbing a. tree, 
an Indian on a pony or a grouse fut- 
tering through the snow, but ever 
there ts wild life somewhere in all 
his pictures, a eubtie touch that has 
endeared him to all. The final dis- 
position of this collection as well as 
the “Driving of the Last Spike” will 
be watched with interest.

Two on a Holiday. 

Success may be spelled in several 
ways, and when a man has won the 
right to spell it in both he may also 
be permitted to begin the word with 
@ capital 8S. For most men the small 
letter must suffice—and often it should 
be written very small indeed. 

Theoretically, the artist is never a 
good man of business. Actually, he is 
sometimes acutely clever in his deal- 
ings with the buyer. Not because he 
considers the monetary returns for 
his wares to Ve of importance, except 
as they help to fix, so to speak, a 
standard of appreciation. When 
lovers of pictures are willing to pay 
good round dollars, and many of 
them, for a few square inches of 
paintei canvas, the painter may rea- 
sonably believe that his work 
something in it that is much to be 
desired. He knows, of course, that 
money is no real criterion of merit, 
but, being human like the rest of us, 
he also knows that “money talks,” 
and immediately proceeds to rake in 
all he can. This is perfectly right and 
need not militate against his artistic 
ideals. And it permits him to spel! 
success in the way of the world and 
the way of art. 

These refiection@—sage or otherwise 
—<came to me on a recent flying visit 
to Laguna Beach, where two of Amer- 
ica’s most eminent painters are taking 
a holiday that is almost free from 
pigments and turpentine. They have 
come from New York to play, not to 
paint, and they have played consist- 
ently for several months, and will con- 
tinue to play for another fortnight or 
two. The painters are Gardner Sy- 
mons and Louls Betts. The hills and 
the sea have seduced Bymons only a 
very little, and Betts has almost re- 
sisted the “types.” Neither man, of 
course, has quite escaped—for the 
painter will paint when subject and 
Canvas are within halling distance. 

I had heard of their holiday humor 
and I did not go to Laguna Beach to 
look at the late pictures of these suc- 
cessful painters. Though, to be sure, 
I did see a few—some virile outdoor 
studies that Symons made for his own 
pleasure on a recent fishing trip to 
Bear Lake, and some stunning figures, 
posed in sunlight, that Betts had done 
to relieve the tension of too many in- 
door portraits of magnates and grand 
dames. In short, I, too, was tn a holl- 
day humor, and I went for a hand- 
shake and a chat. So much of the 
talk as I remember I will give, with 
apologies to the painters for the much 
more I have forgotten. What does it 
matter between friends? 

Gardner Symons, my good friend of 
five or six yearg’ standing, met me 
with his car at Santa Ana-——painters 
have cars in these piping times—and 
as we bowled along the smooth new 
road that leads to his estudio at Arch 
Beach I plied him with a few ques- 
tions I had long held up my @leeve for 
such as he, questions as to what he 
thought of art conditions, present and 
future, in Southern California. He 
has just arrived from two years of 
London and New York—two years of 
phenomenal successes, indeed—and I 
knew that hie scrutiny and his insight 
would be fresh and unbiased. 

His anewers g£ave an even roster 
Kiow to all my cherished hopes. His 
enthusiasm outstripped mine. His 
prophecies held many glories. 

Said he: “Even two years of ab- 
sence make me marvel at the growth 
of Los Angeles, the most typical of 
American cities—its growth in mate- 
rial Ways, as a matter of course, but 
still more ite growth in artistic accom- 
plishment and appreciation. Your men 
of affairs are still too busy to buy pic- 
tures, too much preoccupied with 
building and meney-making, but when 
they once do begin to buy—well, then 
things will happen with a rush. It 


| 


has 


has been so in other big cities, New 
York and Chicago, and Los Angeles 
will follow suit, for that’s the way the 
Same is played. One rich and infiu- 
ential man will get the ‘bug,’ his friends 
will be inoculated, and presently it 
will be the correct and only thing to 
have a gallery of pictures in every 
well-appointed mansion. The rule 
never fails. 

“No fear but that the supply will 
be quite equal to the demand. Al- 
ready you have more than a handful 
of strong and competent painters in 
Los Angeles. The stimulating appre- 
ciation of purchase will impel them 
to paint more and better. Painters of 
fame will be attracted from every 
corner of America, and the ball will 
roll on by its own momentum, grow- 
ing ever bigger and bigger. I firmly 
believe that Southern California will 
be the favored seat of a new renais- 
sance in all the arts, and that it will 
come soon.” 

After luncheon, when we were safe- 
ly ensconced in the attractive studio 
overlooking the lucent blues and 
greens and purples of the waters 
round the rocks at Arch Beach, we 
talked of other important matters in 
art. “When fifty painters and sculp- 
tors were suddenly shifted from Paris 
to New York less than a year ago,” 
said Symons, “we all feared. that 
there would be a tremendous ‘slump’ 
in the market, that they and we 
would suffer together. Nothing of the 
sort happened. They were at once 
swallowed up and assimilated, so to 
say, making scarcely a ripple on the 
placid surface of things. Strange to 
gay, the war has not affected in the 
least the New York picture market. 

Speaking for myself alone, I have 
sold as many pictures this year as 
last, falling below no year but my 
‘banner year’—and banner years can- 
not be expected to repeat themselves. 
Placing the hopes and fears for art 
in America side by side, 1 would say 
that the hopes are decidediy the 
stronger, and that they will remain 
so. And, as I have intimated, the 
hopes for Los Angeles are the strong- 
est of all.” 

Our talk drifted on to many things 
—from cabbages to kings, from fish- 
erman’s luck to painter’s pluck. “For 
the young and struggling artist,” said 
the famous landscape painter, “pov- 
erty is not a handicap, but a help. It 
is generally the rich young fdllow who 
fails, for he has not the great stimu- 
lus to success—the absolute necessity 
for diligence, for ‘getting on.’ He 
may quit work to suit his mood, but 
the poor boy dare not. So the youth 
im the garret keeps pegging away, 
and finally ‘gets there with both 
feet,’ to use our forceful American 
phrase. If the man of talent is in 
earnest he need not despair, for in 
his blackest moment some one will 
always come forward and slap him on 
the shoulder, and say: ‘Good stuff 
you're doing, old man. Keep it up 
and you're sure to win out.’ Such a 
friend will always be there when 
needed—I have never known the rule 
to fall. Somehow, though the rich 
young man who paints is also in need 
of him, he does not appear. In truth, 
inherited wealth is the great hin- 
rance to success in the arts.” 

Then we drove over to the house, a 
block or two behind the sea, at La- 
guna Beach, that Louls Betts has 
taken for the summer. The artist 
threw up half a dozen important por- 
trait commissions for this well- 
earned opportunity to loaf and invite 
his soul. But no loafing painter ever 
gets far away from the smell of paint, 
and we found Betts, in a shocking 
straw hat, working on a modern Car- 
men, a charming, dark-eyed, dark- 
skinned girl posing on the veranda. 
The artist waved us away, telling us 
we might come back in half an hour, 
which we did. 

The fine virility of Louls Betts’s 
painting is also a characteristic of 
himself. Metaphorically speaking, he, 
too, is full of strong, yet harmonious, 
color end drawing. Looking at him, 


you know the manner of painting 
from the man—direct and forceful, 
essentially masculine. 


One tremendously big canvas had 
just been “laid in” the day before, 
and, at Symons’s request, the painter; 
brought it out to show it to us—a 
life-size study of a western girl in 
riding habit standing in front of her 
pony against a background of Laguha 
hills. It was a mere frottee of color, 
yet already it spoke of the masterly 
technique that would later give it 
splendid vitality and forcefulness. 

I propounded a pet theory of mine, 
that artists, being highly sensitized, 
had felt the coming war, and that it 
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had made them mad—many of them | 
-——turning them into primitives, cu- 
bists and futurists. 

Louls Betts's expressive eyes lit up. 
“That's interesting.” said he, “and 
probably true enough. And you will 
note that, as the war progresses, the 
frenzy of the cubists and futurists is 
abating. Sanity in art is already be- 
ginning to set in.” - 

“We in the West,” I declared, “have 
never gone very far in that insanity. 
In fact, we have remained almost un- 
touched by New York verdicts. We 
form our own opinions about the 
works of the modern painters when 
we, now and again, are given the op- 
portunity to see them. We do not ac- 
cept without question the verdicts of 
the eastern critics. This independence 
may be due to provincialism—and it 
may western. At any rate, it 
exists to a marked degree. If we are 
not impressed by fads and faddists 
that’s probably because our senses 
have not been jaded by an endless 
multiplicity of pictures. Sane art is 
stimulating enough for us.” 

“Let us hope it will always remain 
so,” answered the portrait painter. 
“The modern faddists—I mention no 
names*-are often good painters gone 
astray through the itch for notoriety. 
To attract attention, they draw bad- 
ly, color crudely, and the critics, 
knowing them to be originally good 
painters, are puzzled and perplexed 
by the change in ‘manner,’ but finally 
fall for the bait, declaring it to be a 
new note in art. Sad to say, fakiem 
in art is not confined to the little in- 
competents-——though, of course, 
really big man is never guilty of it.” 


EDUCATORS, S SCIENTISTS. 


Dr. Guy M. Whipple, professor of 
educational psychology in the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, says the charac- 
teristic of present day educational 
work is the replacement of opinion 
and rule of thumb by investigation 
and tests. Real efficiency is the pres- 
ent day cry in the school as well as 
in industry. Scientific management has 
a place in education as much as in 
business. 


Ambrose Swasey, who recently 
gave $250,000 to etart an engineering 
foundation, which he hopes will do for 
the allied engineering professions 
what the Cleveland, Carnegie, Rocke- 
feller and Sage foundations are do- 
ing, lives in Cleveland, O., and has an 
International reputation as a builder 
of telescopes. He built the Lick Ob- 
servatory and is now building the 
seventy-two inch reflecting telescope 
for the Canadian government. He was 
born at Exeter, N. H., received the 
usual common school education of his 
period, and learned the machinist’s 
trade. It is significant that he never 
head a technical education, in the 
sense as now understood. What he 


learned he acquired in hard, practical 


minute and painstaking processes of 


machine construction, and in a very 
few years he was building machines 
which did automatically the work 
which previously had required s0 
much patient hand labor to achieve. 
One of his earliest inventions of this 
character, made while he was in 
Hartford, was a perfected epicycloidal 
milling machine for producing the 
true theoretical curves from which 
cutters for gear teeth are made. 


Senor Alfonso Cravioto, who recent- 
ly came to this country as president 
of the commission of teachers ap- 
pointed by Gen. Carranza to study the 
educational systems of the United 
States, is a high official in the Car- 
ranza government and subsecretary of 
the Department of Public Instruction. 
The commission will sepend many 
months in this country in study and 
investigation, with a view to applying 
the best of the principles of Amer- 
ican schools to those of Mexico in 
due time, Senor Cravioto will also de- 
vote considerable time to art during 
his visit.

An American Helped the

Automobiles. 


And Developed the Bombs of 


Thermite.

October, 1913, I noticed an unusual 
sounding want ad in the Detroit Free 
Press,” said Charlies Bertwood Pray. 
“It sald, as near as I can remember 
now, that what was wanted was a 
draftsman and machinist for a model 
engine works, and the unusual part 


eGlof it was that nobody need bother 


about applying if he wasn't ‘fully, 
thoroughly, substantially capable.’ 

“The first day I didn’t think much 
about it, but when it appeared the 
second day and the third day, my 
curiosity began to make it uncom- 
fortable. So I went to my chief and 
told him about it and asked him if 
he thought maybe it was some rort 
of a ‘catch,’ a practical joke. or some- 
thing of that kind. He thought it 
over and said it would not hurt me 
any to find out for myself—cave me 
a day off to go over to Detroit and 
satisfy my curiosity. 

“The ad said to call in person at the 
Pontchartrain Hotel and was signed 
Oo. J. Fultz Before I asked to see 
him I had a look at the hotel register 
and discovered he came from Zossen, 
Germany. Of course, right then I 
understood all those funny adjectives, 
or rather adverbs. It was a regular 
German way, and that was cnouch 
to satisfy my foolish curiosity. Lut 
I ae Y I might as well see the man, 


asked him if he was Mr. Fultz he

can’t believe that this critical treatise will 
inspire Fame to yell. Mr. Darton has prac- 
tically limited himself to reporting Mr. Ben- 
nett’s achievements, and to paraphrasing 
Mr. Bennett's confessions in “The Author’s 
Craft" and “The Truth About an Author.” 
Attention is called to the influence of “Five 
Towns” on Mr. Bennett, and the fact that 
most of men are not heroes, but scalawags 
whea not scoundrels. Mr. Darton’s critical 
study can scarcely be of value, beyond a 
few chronological and.obvious facts, to any 
one who is not familiar with Mr. Bennett's 
work; and is certainly of little value for 
anyone who is. 

H. G. Wells is the prisoner of J. D. Beres- 
ford. And while it seems that Mr. Beres- 
ford is a bit awed by the fame and dignity 
of Mr. Wells, yet a firm, though rather 
hurried, analysis is made. 

Mr. Beresford has failed, failed, failed to 
infuse into his criticiam anything of the 
charming style or personality characteristic 
of his own novels. He is one of the very 
best of the younger novelists, in many re 
spects better than Mr. Wells himself. 

“I am willing to maintain,” he says, “that 
H. G. Wells is second to none as a writer 
of romances of the type (“the War in the 
Air.” “The World Set Free,” etc.) I have 


But “less certain,” Mr. Beresford 
neglects to go far into details as to why. 
His compliments are strong; he credits 
Mr. Wells with accuracy of observation, 
objectivity and sincerity. Also, he has con- 
siderable praise for the philosophical Mr. 
Wells, the essayist cutting out holes of one 
pattern in the social state for round and 
square pegs alike. But one knows a good deal 
about Mr. Wells and his work when the 
book is finished; information is correlated, 
points are made and there is much which 
shows the result of burrowing inquiry. 

Now then: We come to Anatole France, 
the brilliant. And W. L. George, himself 
an author easily in a class with Mr. Beres- 
ford, and that is one of distinctiog, has 
handied his subject with ease, res 
familiarity, facts well arranged. It is a 
ecbarming and enlightening disquisition, a 
discourse that does credit to the greatest 
of living satirists and to Mr. George. 

Facts are adorned with style; accuracy, 
however, is not sacrificed for vivacity, nor 
is vivacity absent. 

Anatole France's books are ably expound- 
ea, though briefly. One gets a perspective 
on the development and work of the great 
Frenchman: one gets both a guide and an 
interpretation. It may be sald that this is 
a notable critical study; all of the salient 
points in Anatole France's philosophy and 
achievements are touched, his mental char- 
acter unveiled, and the whole of it ts writ- 
ten without either much praise or censure.

They forget themselves to talk smilingly 
of the great hope in which we all share. 
They are touched, deeply touched, by the 
few hours of fatigue we undergo for them 
each day—for them who have given almost 
their lives.”

The Abolition of Pain 

Anesthetics were formerly used in dentistry, 
the same as in ry, to make operations easy. In 
fact, it was a dentist (Doctor Morton of Boston) who 
first discovered the principle of anesthesia and used 
it in extracting a tooth. 

The principle of Doctor Morton's discovery was 
to deaden the entire nervous system of the individual 
so that pains could not be felt in any part of the 
body—the patient could be operated on at any point 
or place in his physical cosmos without feeling it. 

As is well known, Doctor Morton's discovery 
revolutionized surgery. But it is a back number to- 
day. I have special local treatments known as Anal- 
gesic, that do-away with pain in the particular spot 


of the body.

Sympathy 


It ought to be said, however, that much of the pain 
in dental work is the fault of the dentist. (The aver- 
age dentist, like the average man, is unsympathetic. 
His mind is riveted on getting the job done—he 
wants to earn his money as quickly as he can, and 
he hasn't the imagination or sympathy necessary to 
put himself in the place of the patient. 

Now sympathy is the first requisite of a good 
dentist, because from it come patience, gentleness, 
and carefulness. ‘ 


Of course he must have skili—the ability to doa 
thing well and do it quickly, but not too quickly. If 
a dentist has sympathy and skill, many delicate 
operations in dentistry can be performed without the 
use of an obtunder. “Obtund” in the old dictionaries 
meant to pound into a state of insensibility. The 
word “obtund” now, however, has a new use and a 
new meaning. It means to cause the local nerves to 
throw up their job—to sleep. Sensation for the 
time being is done away with, and the operation 
goes merrily on without a trace of painful sensation. 

Obtunders of the right kind, skillfully used, are 
wonderful things. 

Two things are to abolish pain in 
dentistry: 
ization; second, the gentleness which comes with 
sympathy. Without the first, obtunders will not do 
the trick, because the technique of using them is 
difficult to acquire. Without the second, obtunders 
will not be used at all, because they require extra

pain. The ambition of myself and associates is not 
merely to alleviate pain, but to do away with it en-

After more or 
‘leas difficulty in mining and handling 
‘the ore and keeping on the trail of 
the vein, this company was sold under 
the Sheriff's gavel, only to be revived 
‘as the Tom Reed Mines Company, 
with Mr. Grimes at the helm, having 
as his principal lieutenants Mr. Mush- 
rush, W. C. Mason and C. M. Simp- 
‘eon, all of Pasadena, where the main 
part of the company’s stock is held 
te this day. 
~ This was some eight years ago, and 
thereafter the pendulum of luck swung 
in favor of the owners of the mine. 
‘Their record during the past few years 
has been one which has made history 
Yn the mining world of the South west. 
Twice the capital of the company has 
been paid out in dividends and the 
stock has hung around $2.50 to $3 a 
share most of the time. The recent 
ng of the dividend is only a tem- 


measure. 
: EXTENT OF SECTION. 


‘The Oatman district, as at present 
eonsidered, embracing the Tom Reed 
end Gold Road mines and the adja- 
eent properties, is about five miles 
‘Jong by four miles wide. It extends 
from the Gold Road to the Leland 
gine, going north and south, and from 
Sliver Creek to Cone, 


core of an extinct voloano, where 
respectively the sun rises and sets. 

Of course, the area which has been 
tested out in this section is compara- 
tively small, but the district wherein 
preparations are being made for de- 
velopment is contrastingly large. There 
are altogether some twenty-four com- 
panies now busy, or preparing to get 
busy in the near future, and several 
hundred claims are staked out within 
a radius of five miles.

The Tom Reed has 
put in a cool million, while $500,000 
would probably cover expenditures al- 
ready made and projected at the 
United Eastern mine. 

The present owners of the Orion 
property have expended about $150,-

R. Porter, $100,- 
000; the Old Moss Mine, recently 
taken over under bond and lease by 
the United States Smeiting and Re- 
fining Company, $150,000, part also 
spent by original owners. A portion of 
the money sunk in the Leland group 
was furnished by the former owners, 
a ayndicate made up of J. A. Graves, 
vice-president of the Farmers and 
Merchants National Bank, Judge Er- 
skine M. Ross and others. 

Among those prominently interested 
in the district besides the persons 
mentioned above are the following: 
George W. Long, W. K. Ridenour, 
James lL. Mcliver, Seeley Mudd and 
Frank Keith, of the United Bastern: 
H. E. Woods and Frank Woods of the 
Lexington Arizona Mining Company; 
Cari F. Schader, R. G. Tryon, A. R. 
Marquis and others of the Pioneer 
Consolidated, besides many others. The 
Clark interests have just invested in 
the district, which has lent new zest 
to the belief in tte possibilities on 
the part of the mining fraternity. This 
is one of the most important of the 
recent events. 

OTHER OPERATORS. 

Among the mining companies which 
have entered the field besides the 
leading ones already mentioned are 
the Big Jim Gold Mining Company, 
which is listed on the local stock ex- 
Change and is now selling for two 
and a half times ita par valve; the 
Black Range Mining Company, the 
Boundary Cone Gold Mines Company, 
the Carter Gold Mining Company, the 
‘Cone Mining. and Milling Company, 
Gold Cliff Exploration Company, Gold 
Giant Mining and Milling. Company, 
Gol4 Ore Mining Company, Gold Reed 
Mining Company, Gold Reed Mining 
and Milling Company, Gold Road Red 
Top Mining Company, Hercules Min- 
ing and Milling Company, Mazone 
Mining Company, Oatman Gold Min-| 
ing and Milling Company, Telluride 
Mining, Milling and Development |

pany. Besides there are a large num- 
ber of partially developed groups of 
claims, and a number of other com- 
panies, which are selling stock if they 
are doing nothing more. 

In many cases the concerns men- 
tioned have as yet done little or no 
work, although a great number of 
them possess promising holdings. 
Real development is concentrated in 
the Tom Reed, Gold Road and United 
FPastern and a few other mines. The 
United Eastern is just entering the 
ranks of producers, having shipped 
a little ore within the past few weeks 
to the Gold Road mill. The company 
has its own plant under construction. 

In the Tom Reed territory, accor4- 
ing to experts, it has been demon- 
strated that the most promising ore 
horizon near the surface lies between 
the 400 and 600 levels, where values 
run from $10 to $15 per ton ordina- 
rily. Above the 200 level little or no 
ore is found. The enrichment falls 
off a little in quality between the 600 
and 800 ‘levels, values running  be- 
tween $8 to $12 a ton, but they pick 
up between the 800 and 1075 level, 
which is the present limit of explo- 
ration, running as high as $25 a ton 
in places.

The growth of the alto and motor| 
truck industry in this section of Kern 
county has been marked during the 
past few months, and indications point 
strongly to an even greater increase in 
the near future. Sales of machines 
in the cities in the West Side. oil dis- 
tricts and surrounding communities 
have been frequent, evidencing the 
general desire for this more rapid 
method of transportation, from -the 
standpoint of business or pleasure, 
easier financial conditions that permit 
the expenditures made, and determina- 
tion to keep pace with the progress 
of the times.

The spirit that. moves those behind 
the pian to provide their own auto- 
mobiles is commendable in the ex- 
treme. and properly directed that in- 
novation not only should arouse in- 
creased interest in National Guard 
affairs in this State. but. if tarried 
out to its logical conclusion, should 
become a valuable feature of National 
Guard work. 
value of a reserve motor corps 
will depend to a considerable extent 
on the highway facilities over which 
said corps has to operate, and, of 
course. the fine roads of Europe have 
gone far toward contriDuting to the 
efficiency that the motor has shown in 
the present war there. For the most 
part, the roads in this State are such 
thet motors can be operated to advan- 
tage, and the operation of this corps 
should preve an interesting feature of 
the next maneuvers of the Guard.
